The British Natidnal Housing Committee 
states that certain requirements must be ful- 
filled if the housing problem is to be success: 
fully attacked. These ares— . : 

(i) The erection, at the earliest possible 
date, of many hundreds of thousands of 
houses, to let to low-paid wage earners at 
inclusive rentals not exceeding 10s. a week. 
It is. for the time being, immaterial whether 
the number required is half a million, one 
million, or one and a half million. We are 
all agreed that it is so great as to demand, 
for some years to come, the largest building 
programme that is likely to be practicable. 

(2) The building of hens houses should be 
undertaken at once, and should not wait until 
the slums are cleared. Overerowding needs 
relief before wholesale demolition of dwell- 
ings, not after. To adopt the latter cours¢ 
must immensely increase the difficulty anc 
cost of slum clearance. sos 

(3) The housing programme siould be 
financed by money borrowed at the lowest 
rate of interest.

The new Bank of England is the first im- 
portant structure in London in which steel 
welding has been employed, for it was only 
recently that the London County Council de- 
cided to remove its ban on this method of 
construction. 

Lord Dudley, who presided, pointed out 
that electric welding had been used for some 
years in making the framework of large 
electrical machines, and that its use had 

regtly increased in shipbuilding during the 
ae two years. In regard to building struc- 
tures, however, British engineers ‘had lagged 
behind. 3 

‘The highest building in Europe, and 
several other buildings twice the height of 
the tallest office baidinas in London, had 
been erected by electric welding. Continental 
builders of big city structures claimed that 
the method had effected a»saving of from 
10 to 15 per cent. in the cost of the steel 
framework, and on the score of economy 
alone the use of welded stractures was bound 
to increase rapidly. 

It would be one of the most important 
factors in the use of mass production methods 
in the construction of houses and other build- 
ings, on which the success of housing and 
slum clearance schemes so much depended. 
After the film showing welders at work 
among the steel framework of the bank had 
been exhibited, Dr. Oscar Faber, consultin 
engineer to the Bank of England, describ 
the advantages of the method. 
He said that the large steel structure which 
could now be seen over-topping the old out- 
side walls of the bank had hota erected with 
welded connections, The steel in this portion 
of the contract represented about 7,000 tons, 
at a cost of about £130,000.

The new £27,000 building which houses 
the Rathmines District Post Office and tele- 
phone exchange at Rathmines terrace was 
opened for” business yesterday morning by 
Mr. P. 8. ‘O’Hegarty, Secretary to the De- 
partment of Posts and Telegraphs. 

Rathgar postmen’s office has been trans- 
ferred from the post office at Portobello 
Bridge to the new building, but the public 
office is being kept open. Wynnefield road 
sub-office has been closed. Within the next 
few weeks the new post office will become 
the headquarters of both the Rathmines and 
Rathgar postmen. 

The local telephone exchange is situated on 
the first floor, and will, in about seven 
menths’ time, be changed over to the auto- 
matic system, with the Terenure exchange 
{also to be automatic) as a subsidiary to 
Rathmines. 

After opening the main doors, Mr. P. 8. 
O’Hegarty, who was accompanied by Mr. P. 
P. McMenamin, Controlier, Dublin Postal 
District, and Mr. P. Blake, clerk in charge 
of Post Office buildings, made an inspection 
of the premises. 

The new building has a frontage of 126 
feet, which increases at the rear to 140 feet. 
It has a depth of 155 feet. There is a 
central square and adequate garage accom- 
modation to house the motor vehicles which 
will be in use in the service of the Rath- 
mines area, 

The structure, which is of the latest model, 
is two storeys high in front, with a facade 
rather in the monumental style, but with a 
very modern setting. It has been built, so 
far as possible, of Irish material. 

Glencullen granite has been largely utilised, 
and in the public hall teak has bed uséd in 
a restrained modern setting for most of the 
woodwork.

As a matter of 
fact, for some years past it had been found 
necessary to divide the work of the Porto- 
bello office with a temporary office in 
Rathgar. 

One of the most serious problems that 
confronted the authorities was the delivery 
of correspondence. That has been solved 
with the opening of the new post office by 
the establishment of an inner and an outer 
zone. The inner circle will be covered by 
postmen who will set out on foot from the 
post office to cover their rounds. 

Postmen on delivery duty in the outer 
circle will be conveyed to the start of their 
rounds by motor. 

This is the first time such a system of 
delivery has been adopted: in this country. 

Apart from the postal service, the opening 
of the new building will result in a greatly 
improved telephone service. An entirely new 
all-automatic system will come into force 
which will be linked up with the new ex- 
ange at Terenure; but, whereas the new 
postal arrangements will come into operation 
immediately upon the opening of the Rath- 
mines building, the complete telephone 
equipment will not be ready for some months 
to come. 

The space provided for the postal delivery 
staff is more than twice as large as the area 
in which this work is at present performed. 
In fact, the total area of the new building is 
approximately 14,000 square feet, as compared 
with some 6,000 square feet which was. the 
capacity of the old post office. This will give 
Some idea of the thought which has been 
bestowed on the efficient performance of the 
future postal arrangements in the area.

It is interesting to note that the new 
Telephone Exchange and Public Library now 
being completed at Terenure is being simi- 
larly equipped, and that plans have been 
completed on the same lines for a further 
office in the provinces. 

There is an —- engine house that 
operates in case of any failure of the ordinary 
electric current. 

The staff in the new post office will number 
over sixty, including an indoor staff of ten 
clerks and supervisors, etc.

1,000 NEW HOUSES FOR 
LIMERICK 


——— é 


The City Manager of Limerick (Mr. J. P. 
Geraghty) made an important statement, at 
the Corporation meeting regarding - further 
projected housing schemes in the city. 

Dealing first with economic houses, he said 
the City Surveyor had made a general survey 
of the city for the purpose of ascertaining 
the land available within the borough “for 
house building. The Surveyor was satisfied 
that he could acquire sites for 570 economic 
houses. That was apart from the 236 houses 
to be built on the Killalee site. Between that 
scheme and the site space available they 
would have, approximately, 800 houses. 

He was of opinion that in the selection of 
sites preference should be given to 
uneconomic schemes so as to have them near 
the general activities of the city. The people 
who would occupy these houses would be 
the least fitted to meet travelling and other 
inconveniences. 

There were dotted all over the city, par- 
ticularly in built-up areas, small vacant 
spaces, somé encumbered with ruins, capable 
of accommodating from one to six houses. 
He was net in favour of touching those for 
the present, as building of that nature in 
more or less widely separated districts did 
net permit of planning with any degree of 
Building of that kind would 
probably cut across any future schemes of 
town-planning and the construction of 
‘*lungs’’ in congested areas. 

With regard to the uneconomic scheme 
he was aiming at starting with the building 
of between 400 and 500 houses. In dealing 
with this type of house they were up against 
a more dificult “problem, as slum clearance 
was involved. If they were to attack the 
problem seriously and to do anything really 
worth while they should be prepared to face 
up to the question very boldly. To enable 
them to work on a satisfactory basis, with 
a view to wiping out slums, clearance. or 
at least to minimise it, they should decide on 
clearing one or two fairly extensive areas. so 
that these could act as a basis for further 
clearance. In that connection they came up 
against the problem of where to house the 
people cleared from the slum areas. 

There were three ways of doing that. 


They 


1 could provide flats, secure the Strand Bar- 


racks or erect hutments. The big difficulty 
was one of space, because houses could not in 
future be built on the same density as before, 
He knew that flats were not the ideal thing 
for family life, but they had to economise 
in space, His proposals summarised were the 
building of from 

600 to 800 economic houses.

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‘A Spring Battle 


Walking along the banks of the Dodder 
near Bohernabreena a few days ago I was 


an interested observer of a collie pushing.

The North and the Navy 


Commander Stephen King-Hall, who 
lectured to the Royal Dublin Society last 
week, belongs to a brilliant County Down 
family, and represents the second genera. 
tion to find fame in the Navy. He served 
with the Grand Fleet during the first 
three years of the war, and then with the 
Eleventh . Cruiser Submarine Flotilla, 
After the war he held important naval 
posts, was in Chinese waters for two years, 
and in the Mediterranean as Naval In- 
telligence Officer. 

To his maritime experience we owe Com- 
meander King-Hall’s amusing play, “ The 
Middle Watch,’’ which, written in col- 
laboration with Ian Hay (Major John 
Hey Beith), is one of the most successful 
picces of recent years. In like manner 
his service in the East made him a master 
of Oriental affairs; but to his travels ‘n 
the naval service must be added his 
private journeys and his education at 
Lausanne In a word, he has an unusual 
and direct mastery of world affairs, so 
that his discreet plea for an Irish under- 
stending is at once an Ulsterman’s 
patriotic wish and a world authority's 
wise counsel. At present he is engaged in 
research work at the Royal Institute for 
Industrial Affairs. 


An Ulster Hoax 


The commander's sister, Miss Magdalen 
King-Hall, is as witty as he. Under. the 
pen-name of *‘ Cleone Knox,” she pub- 
lished one of the cleverest of literary 
hoaxes, ten years ago. ‘‘ The Diary of a 
Young Lady of Fashion ” purported to 

a journal, found in a County Down 
house, the work of a sprightly young 
woman of the eighteenth century. It was 
accepted at its face value by most oí the 
critics. English writers praised its 
eighteenth century wit, and some Irish 
writers remarked that it gave true 
glimpses of old Down and Belfast. At 
length some pedant discovered an idiom 
somewhere that was no oleer than late 
Victorian days, and so the supposed diary 
was proved to be simply a brilliant 
oe. A few years later Miss King- 
iall gave us “I Think I Remember,” 
the supposed memoirs of Sir Wickham 
Woolicomb, a pompous Victorian survival, 
It was as clever a satire as our times 
have seen, and bears frequent re-reading.

CATHOLIC MISSIONARY WORK 
IN ENGLAND 


The work done by means of the motor 
chapel of the Catholic Missionary Society in 
England was described by the Rev. Owen 
Dudley, Superior of the Society, in a lecture 
to the Pro Fide Society at University College, 
Dublin, yesterday. The Rev. John Burke, 
Dean of the College, presided. 

The work they did, Father Dudley said. 
was the work of the conversion of England. 
Between 12,000 and 13,000 converts were 
being received every year into the Catholic 
Church in England. The society consisted of 
priests who had been set aside specially for 
that work, and the Mission House in London 
was named by rude people “ The Palace of 
Varieties,”” on account of the different people 
there. In the winter months the priests gave 
missions in Catholic churches to which they 
invited their non-Catholic friends, and nowa- 


days the latter came in enormous numbers. 


He recalled a mission given recently in the 
English Midlands, at which an Irish bishop 
was present, when the front portion of the 
church was packed with Catholics and the 
rear with non-Catholics. They also used 
public halls, cinemas and theatres for the 
missions, as in country towns non-Catholics 
were not shy of going into such places. 

_ In the summer months they went around 
in the motor chapel, which was really a little 
church on whdale, with an altar at which 
they said Mass, and the side of which could 
be let down to form a platform. He had 
often addressed a crowd of 2,000: men from 


is. 

While there was not much bigotry, there 
was still a great deal of ignorance, especially 
in Cornwall, as regards the work of the 
Church, and the questions they were asked 
were at once amusing and pathetic. They 
very seldom met anything like organised 
attack or opposition, the last occasion being 
in 1927 in the mining district of Wrexham. 
The first thing they did on arrival was to 
go down the mine, and they then proceeded 
to hold their usual nightly meetings.

Roughly there would be 500 
ecres of osiers, and the yiell from these 
after the third year (I am quoting pre-war 
figures and prices) would be 1. 80Lb. per 
acre at fourpence per Ib, say £30 per acre ; 
a yoy income from the whole. area of 
£15,000 a year. The vost of preparation of 
ground, manuring, planting and supply of 
cuttings would be but a fraction of the cost 
of the Blue Lagoon and there would be an 
assured return on the outlay with healthy 
work for many men and women.

PRICE OF ELECTRICITY

FOOD-CANNING 
IN IRELAND 


A FACIORY HERE 
100 YEARS: AGO 


——- 


LECTURE AT DUBLIN 
ROTARY CLUB 
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OOD-CANNING was carried out in 
FE Ireland before it was introduced in th 

rest of the world, said Mr. W. V. 
Griffiths, B.Sc., A.I.C., in an address on 
** Tinned Food,’’ at the Dublin Rotary Club’s 
luncheon in the Metropole Restaurant yester- 
day. He described the use of canned 
foods by polar expeditions, and said that in 
1849, when Sir James Ross was in Prince 
Regent’s Inlet, he found tins of meat, soup 
aa vegetables, part of the stores of a shi 
which had been wrecked there in 1824, still 
in perfect condition. Those foods had been 
canned in Ireland by John Gamble, of Cork, 
in the factory that became Crosse and Black- 
well’s. ; 

Discussing food poisoning Mr, Griffiths said 
that two main types of infection Are 
dangerous—that by the so-called Salmonella 

roup of micro-organisms and that by the 

acillus botulinus. The first are very rare in 
canned foods, and illness caused by them, 
which is traced to food, is commonly 
associated with ‘‘fresh’’ foods. Bacillus 
botulinus is still more rarely present in food, 
fresh or canned, and in the whole of Europe 
only about 74 outbreaks have been known. 


CANNER’S ADVANTAGE 


In describing cannery methods the speaker 
said that in setting out to furnish the public 
with safe food the canner has the advantage 
over the butcher, gréeengrocer, and all 
suppliers of uncooked food, that the destruc- 
tion of all micro-organisms in the food by 
heat is part of his process. '“ He has a far 
greater advantage, however, since ho respon- 
sible canner would use infected raw material, 
even although his processing might render it 
harmless. Bas modern canning concern is 
in the position of being able to detéct infec- 
tion, and a bacteriological laboratory forms 

rt of the normal equipment of the factory. 

he home canner, who is not able, as the 
modern cannery with its autoclaves or 
pressure retorts is able, to sterilise at tempera. 
tures above the boiling point of water, or to 
submit his materials to bacteriological tests, 
will always be a danger. It is to the wide- 
spread practice of jmexpert canning—par- 
ticularly in America—that the. popular 
suspicion of canned goods in cases of food. 
poisoning is probably to be attributed.’’ 

After discussing the vitamins A, B and C, 
and their reaction to ordinary cooking, Mr. 
Griffiths pointed out that foods properly 
canned get their cooking with air virtually 
absent. It is, therefore, not surprising, he 
added, that canned fresh peas are said to be 
an excellent source of all three vitamins, and 
canned tomatoes contain A and B, and are 
especially rich in C. Canned cabbage and 
spinach have been shown to be richer in 
vitamin C than cabbage and spinach home- 
cooked by customary methods.

When asked his name and “address, the 
witness gave his correct name and a hotel as 
his address. Mr. Lee wrote it,all down in a 
book, : 

In evidence, the aceused man said that 
when the articles were tendered to him by 
Murphy, he enquired if they belonged to him 
Murphy replied that they belonged to Ins 
mother, who lived in Tipperary. Witness 
gave him 13s. for the jug and some of the 
spoons.

A Vanishing Market? 


During the last couple of years Great 
Britain. has been elaborating all manner 
of schemes to restore prosperity to her

farmers. The basic theory of every scheme 
is that the farmer shal] make an effort to 
save himself. If the effort is genuine, the 
Government is prepared to give him all 
the additional help in its power, The oné 
thing which it cannot offer him is the 
direct, assistance of tariffs; for, before the 
various marketing schemes were evolved, 
it had concluded agreements not only with 
the Dominions of the British Common- 
wealth, but with sundry foreign countries, 
and under the terms of those agreements 
it is forbidd.n to impose duties on agri- 
cultural goods from the nations concerned. 
Unhappily for the British farmer, the low 
state of his fortunes is almost entirely due 
to. Britain’s heavy imports of food, and 
without some restriction of those imports 
he has little hope of recovery.. For years 
past his livelihood has been challenged by 
huge and increasing imports of live-stock, 
meat and dairy products from the great 
Dominions, the Argentine, and, until 1932, 
from.the Irish Free State. The result is 
that Britain’s farming industry to-day is 
a shadow of its old self. Prices have fallen 
-to rock-bottom level, and the British 
farmer is handicapped by the high wages 
which he is compelled by law to pay for 
his hands. In consequence thousands of 
farmers either have disposed of their hold- 
ings, or have dismissed their labourers, 
who have been thrown upon thé employ- 
ment exchanges, to swell the taxpayer's 
bill of costs, The restoration of her 
domestic agriculture, indeed, is one of the 
largest and most formidable prdblems 
which Britain must face and conquer 
before she really can claim to be out of 
the wood. 

In the absence of tariffs the Govern- 
ment’s efforts to reorganise agriculture 
from inside do not seem to be meeting 
with any notable success. An illuminating 
survey of the marketing schemes has just 
been conctuded and published by the 
Morning Post, There are five schemes in 
all, dealing with wheat, pigs, potatoes, 
milk and beef, and of the five only two— 
the two least important—seem to be doing 
any real good. The wheat scheme has 
maintained production, and has kept prices 
at a reasonable level; but wheat-growing 
is no more economic in Great Britain than 
in Ireland, and an improvement in other 
branches of agriculture would be far more 
acceptable. The chief concern of the potato 
scheme is to prevent a fall in prices by the 
flooding of the market, and it is working 
reasonably well. On the other hand, the 
pig scheme has created widespread discon- 
tent, since the first contract which was 
administered by the Government resulted 
in a loss to the curers, and the producers 
were asked to make the loss good; the 
carefully prepared milk scheme has broken 
down—although, we are told, many of the 
dairy farmers are better off under the 
scheme than they were without it—and the 
beef scheme which is under consideration 
at. present is almost certain to come to 
grief unless the Government can devise 
some satisfactory means for the restriction 
of imports. All ‘these schemes have 
received, or are receiving, careful thought, 
and the extent of their failure suggests 
that the farmers’ point of view is right, 
and that without protection against 
imports the industry’s future is hopeless. 
Imported milk, imported beef, imported 
pigs and pig products—against these com- 
modities the British farmer is unable to 
maintain his ground. We may be sure, 
therefore, that the present National 
Government, or its successor, unless it. is 
willing to sacrifice the British agricultural 
industry—still, for all its sufferings, one of 
the nation’s most valuable assets—will be 
forced to come to the rescue with its 
tariffs. 

“The grapes are sour,’’ sneered the fox 
who could not reach them. ‘‘ The British 
have no further use for imported food,” 
says the Free State Government when, for 
reasons that are entirely unconnected with 
Britain’s need of food, Saorstát produce 
is subjected to British duties. . President 
de Valera and his colleagues have made 
much political capital out of Britain’s 
efforts to save her farmers. They 
tell their constituents that, even if the 
economic war should come to an end at 
once, the Free State would have no chance 
to recapture her old position on the 
British market. Britain, they say, is 
il resolved to protect her own agriculture. 
and it is only a matter of a year or two 
before she will have excluded all imported 
foodstuffs. To some small extent they are 
right. Unquestionably the British Govern- 
ment will import less in the future than

will utilise subsidies, tariffs 


it has imported in the past, and it 
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do not care to gloat over the misfortunes 
of another nation; but the breakdown of 
the present marketing schemes must post- 
pone the recovery of British agriculture 
even further, and must weaken the 
industry for its task of. supplying the 
nation. The, British market offers to-day, 
and will offer twenty or a hundred years 
hence, a smaller, but still a colossal, source 
of income to all food-producing countries 
which are on good terms with it. Presi- 
dent de Valera and his Government may 
talk as much as they please, but they 
cannot explain away the appetite of forty- 
five million people.

“The Gold Clause ” 


““Nero at his worst” was the descrip- 
tion which was given by one of the 
dissenting judges when the Supreme Court 
of the United States delivered its decision 
yesterday in the matter of the famous 
“ gold clause.” It was a majority judg- 
ment, approved by five out of the nine 
Supreme ‘Court judges; and the layman 
will find some difficulty in understanding 
it.“ The problem can be rehearsed in a 
few sentences. When the United States 
went off the gold standard, and President 
Roosevelt began to, manipulate the dollar 
currency, there were various issues of 
public and private bonds in the country, 
amounting in all to some £20,000,000,000, 
which contained a clause guaranteeing re- 
payment in gold. Government and private 
corporations alike took the view that this 
clause no longer could be enforced; but 
bond-holders disputed this view, going so 
far as to declare that Congress had had 
no tight in law to regulate the currency. 


| The matter was referred finally to the 


Supreme Court, which now has decided 
that Congress has every right to regulate 
the currency, that it is a sovereign 
assembly, and that it can do as it chooses 
with the dollar. Consequently, so far as 
private obligations are concerned, the gold 
clause is inadmissible. Congress, by means 
of the Devgluation Act, has exerted its 
right to Sala ohate the dollar, and the 
currency to-day is legal tender, dollar for 
dollar, for the repayment of all private 
debts. In the case of Government cbliga- 
tions, such as Federal and Liberty Bonds, 
the Supreme Court holds that the Govern. 
ment was wrong to pass a law stating that 
its ‘obligations need not be paid in gold. 
Nevertheless, inasmuch as gold has been 
withdrawn from circulation, repayment in 
that metal is impossible. Federal bond 
holders, therefore, cannot sue the Govern- 
ment in the Court of Claims, and must 
be prepared to accept payment in the 
sixty-cent dollar. Bond-holders, according 
to the Supreme Court, have suffered no 
damage through devaluation; they must 
take their medicine with the others. The 
Supreme Court of the United States is one 
of the finest tribunals in the world; but 
the fact that its decision was only given 
by five votes to four is rather disquicting. 
Colossal sums of money are involved in 
the problem of the gold clause, and, if a 
decision had been given in favour of its 
validity, President Roosevelt’s Administra- 
tion would have suffered an almost fatal 
blow: The same problem exists to a 
greater or less degree in every country 
that has gone off the gold standard. It is 
beginning to appear in a slightly different 
form in the Irish Free State, where, for 
example, many life insurance policies 
contain a “ sterling ” clause, guaranteeing 
the holders that their benefits will be paid 
in sterling. If the Free State should 
weigh its London anchor and establish a 
totally independent currency, with a rate 
of exchange on London and Belfast, what 
would happen.to these sterling clauses? 
We presume, of course, that in all cases 
payments would continue to be made in 
sterling, irrespective of Free State rates 
of exchange. The United States precedent, 
however, although it may have no direct 
bearing on financial policy in these 
islands, is of the greatest interest to bond 
holders of every kind throughout the globe, 
and it is bound to have an important 
effect on the world markets. 


Juvenile Terrorists 


Central Europe has gained an unequalled 
reputation as the purveyor of incredible 
mews items. Occasionally the Middle 
Western States of America challenge this 
lead; but it is seldom that their efforts 
attain that fantastic note achieved with 
such frequency by Yugoslavia and her 
neighbours. Thus, a report from Belgrade 
discloses the discovery of two juvenile 
terrorist organisations. In essence this is 
nothing new. Children always have been 
tempted to play at secret societies, and, 
indeed, the name of one of the organisa- 
tions follows in the old tradition. The 
society in question goes by the name of 
“The Black Hand.” There must be very 
many Blackhanders spread throughout 
the world—it is as popular a calling as 
that of an engine driver. In the case of 
the other organisation the members have 
| strack out upon a line of their own. They 
are known as ‘ The Underground Vam- 
pires.”” It is, however, in the policy of the 
two bands that a real originality is tá be 
found. In normal circumstances the Black- 
handers eoutent themselves with a secret 
sign, a secret language, and, occasionally, 
a measure of lighthearted torture for an 
unpopular playmate. In Belgrade, how- 
ever, they have a more advanced outlook. 
From time to time schoolmasters and 
mistresses receive letters from the two 
societies, which threaten them with death 
unless certain specified pupils obtain 
higher marks in the end-of-term-examina- 
tions. The humour of the situation 
vanishes when it is realised that the youths 
concerned, in all. probability, would have 
carried out, their threat. During recent 
years there has been a disturbing increase 
in the number of youths who are prepared 
to use violence ‘in tlie pursuit of easy 
money. America affords the worst example, 
where young men still in their teens are 
glorified with the title of ‘ Public 
Enemy.’’ The cause of the trouble lies in 
the ease with which revolvers may be 
obtained by ordinary members of the 
public, In the old days a knife was the 
persuasion used by thieves, and usually 
they ‘relied as much upon a forbidding 
appearance as upon this weapon. Nowa-

In spite of the difficult times through 
which agriculture and the _live-stock 
industry have been passing, the Roy 

Dublin Society maintains its place in Iris 

life. To a great extent, the Spring Show 
and the Horse Show are an index to the 
prosperity of the country as a whole, and, 
although the last few years have not been 
without some effect on them, it is comfort- 
ing to find that the Society’s position is 
as strong as ever. The annual report of 
the Council for 1934 shows, indeed, that 
the Royal Dublin Society not only is hold- 
ing its own, but is going forward. For 
the first time in its history, the Horse 
Show was extended to five days, in order 
to include Saturday. This enterprising 
move followed a similar scheme which had 
been introduced for the Spring Show, and 
if was justified by its success. Another, 
and more important, advance is marked 
by the decision to hold a '' Saorstát In- 
dustries Fair ' in conjunction with the 
Spring and Horse Shows, and the first of 
these Fairs will take place this spring. 
This development is both logical and 
necessary. The Shows held by the Royal 
Dublin Society are a _ reflection, prin- 
cipally, of our agricultural life, but Irish 
industry should find its reflection there 
also, Machinery and manufactures, 
indeed, have assumed such importance of

new “ Fairs,’’ while they will not 
encroach upon the main objects of the 
Spring and Horse Shows, will give the 
industrial side of Irish life a better repre- 
serttation than it had formerly.

can be carried on, and first-aid stations 
manned by a staff qualified in anti-gas 
treatment. It is not intended at present 
to issue gas masks, or to provide great 
underground shelters, as tube and under- 
ground railways are available in London. 
Volunteers will be emrolled to carry out 
the anti-gas schemes. 


The Budget 


The Government has no intention of 
introducing the Budget earlier than is 
usual, The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
likes to have as long a period as possible 
after the close of the financial year on 
March 31st to prepare his Budget and 
introductory speech, and it is well into 
April before people learn how their incomes 
will be affected. Easter falls late this year, 
and, in order that the necessary Budget 
resolutions may be passed before the House 
adjourns for the Easter holidays, it is 
likely that Mr. Chamberlain will introduce 
his Budget on Tuesday, April 9th. The 
national accounts close on April 5th, so 
that the Treasury will have only a few 
days in which to prepare its final plans.

TE following statement was issued by 
the Government Information Bureau

7 “The discussions which have taken 
place in Brussels between delegations 
of the Irish and Belgian Governments 
have resulted in the conclusion of a 
trade agreement. between the two 
countries, In accordance with the 
terms of the agreement, considerably 
increased quotas will be accorded for 
the importation into Belgium of cattle 
and butter from Saorstat Eireann.

“The Notes exchanged between the 
two Governments embodying the agree-

The apparent effect of the new agree- 
ment will be to improve the ratio of trade 
between the two countries, which has been 
approximately as one to five. This will 
be effected by increasing the quotas for 
cattle and butter from the Free State. 
The official statement does not specify the 
actual quantities; but, no doubt, this will 
be indicated in the Notes which have been 
exchanged and signed. .

N incident, fortunately not serious, has

It appears that the Germans in charge 
of the newly-built and resplendent 
Customs house between Forbach and Narra 
interpreted their instructions too widely 
and stopped a French Inspéctor of 
Finances and a Bank of France employé, 
and declined to-let their car through until 
they had handed over newspapers they 
were carrying. 

The affair was brought to the notice 
of M. Heimburger, Director of the In- 
terior, of the Governing Commission, and 
he made representations to Herr Binder, 
the German delegate for the résumption of 
control of the Saar. . 

Herr Binder gave an assurance that the 
seizures should stop at once. 

This afternoon M, Heimburger himself 
was returning from Forbach by car, and 
was stopped by the German Customs men 
and ordered to hand over all French news- 
papers. 

He replied that until March Ist the 
Governing Commission alone had the right 
to prohibit newspapers, and that he 
would not obey the officer’s order, 

The officer did not insist. 


FLAMBOYANT

further seizures. 

Meanwhile, the flamboyant ceremonial 
with which the Customs was taken over by 
the Germans last nizht has been the sub- 
ject of a protest by M. Zoricitch, the 
Yugoslav member of the Governing Com- 
mission, who is acting-President in the 
absence of Mr. Knox in Naples.

So far there has been no disorder, but 
there are fears of trouble if Mayor La 
Guardia carries out his threat to mobilise 
police and firemen to man every key build- 
ing, on the ground that the strike is a 
breach of the health laws of the city. 

Mayor La Guardia champions the flat- 
dweller and the city worker, for many of 
whom going to work will be a whole day 
job involving the scaling of thousands of 
stairs. Those working at the top part of 
the 80-storey Kmpire State Building, for 
instance, would have about 10,000 steps 
to climb—about two hours’ work. 

The men earned £4 a week, but demand 
more. . 

In one block of flats the dwellers called 
a protest meeting against the use of emer- 
gency men, not because they sympathised 
with the strikera, but because they fearea 
the substitute men were inexperienced. 

Meanwhile weary climbers to-night have 
gained fresh heart from a newspaper re-

THE GOLD CLAUSE

The Times observes in an editorial 
article to-day:—The rulings of the 
Supreme Court of the United States in the 
four gold clause cases decided yesterday 
have relieved the President and his 
advisers of the anxiety which they must 
have felt when the Court was asked to 
declare the abrogation of the gold clause 
unconstitutional, The rulings are not in 
favour of the Government on all the points 
which have been raised, but even where 
they declare that Congress exceeded its 
constitutional rights they deprive the 
laintiffs of any right to sue for redress. 
hey will supply jurists with material for 
much’ theoretical argument. What matters 
in practice is that, by a majority of 
five to four, the Court has decided 
that Congress has the right to regu- 
late currency, and that the: holders of 
bonds containing the gold clause: cannot 
enforce their claim to be paid more than 
dollar for dollar. The rulings put an end 
to the uncertainty which has existed ever 
since the Court consented last October to 


‘hear arguments in four cases, in which the 


plaintiffs claimed the enforcement of the 
gold clause, arguing that Congress in abro- 
gating it had violated the Constitution. 

As regards private contracts, adds The 
Times, the gold clause is declared to be 
abrogated. As regards contracts to which 
the State is a party the abrogation is 
declared invalid, but the clause, neverthe- 
less, is incapable of being enforced. These 
rulings of the Supreme Court will be com- 
Bares with the judgment delivered by the 

ouse of Lords in December, 1933, in a 
case involving the gold clause. In the 
British case the clause, like all such 
clauses, stipulated that payment was to be 
made in gold coins of a specified weight 
and fineness. This obligation, the judg- 
ment said, could not be interpreted 
literally, since it was impossible of fulfil- 
ment, and must be interpreted to prescribe 
not the method, but the measure of pay- 
ment. The holder, it was declared, was 
entitled to be paid sums in sterling equiva- 
lent to the gold value of the bond at the 
date of its issue. 

There were, however,*important differ- 
ences between the issues raised before the 
Supreme Court and those before the 
House of Lords. Whereas Great Britain 
is definitely off the gold standard, and the 
sterling price of gold fluctuates with 
the ups and downs of the market like that 
of any other commiodity, the position in 
the United States is that the dollar 1s 
assumed to have a “ gold content,’’ which 
the President may ix at any amount 
betweea 50 per cent. and 60 per cent. of 
the old cold dollar. As this content is 
fixed at present one dollar sixty-nine cents 
has to be taken as equalling in gold value 
one dollar of the old currency. here is a 
further difference in that gold may be 
sold and bought freely in Great Britain, 
While in the United States no bank or 
private person can acquire or hold gold 
except for purposes defined in the Gold 
Reserve Act of 1934, and on conditions 
prescribed by the Treasury. In effect, 
gold is a Government monopoly, not, as 
in Great Britain, a marketable com- 
modity, and the dollar price fixed for it 
by the President is arbitrary and, as a 
measure of value, fictitious. 

Yesterday's judgment, concludes The 
Times, even where State obligations are 
affected. leaves the Administration free to 
act as if what is declared unconstitutional 
were, in fact, constitutional. There will 
thus be no necessity for any remedial 
legislation, ‘and President and Congress, 
their position strengthened by the 
Supreme Court’s decision, will be able to 
proceed unhampered with their work of 


economic recovery and social reconstruc- 
tion.

BRITISH TRADE 
IMPROVEMENT 


a Sone 
MR. RUNCIMAN’S REVIEW 


Mr. Walter Runciman, President of the 
Board of Trade, speaking at the British 
Industries Fair banquet in London 
to-night, said that the definite im- 
provement in their home and overseas 
trade had continued. 

“The increase in the imports of raw 
materials for our industries is significant 
—the increase in value in 1934 compared 
with 1933 was £27,000,000. This is an 
index of renewed confidence and greater 
industrial activity. Our export trade for 
1934 compared with 1933 rose in value by 
over £30,000,000—or more than nine times 
the increase recorded a year ago. 

‘‘ Our exports reached, in fact, a higher 
total than in any year since 1930. In par- 
ticular, the exports of manufactured 
articles, which constitute the main bulk 
of our export trade, offer grounds for com- 
parative satisfaction. The total value of 
the export of British manufactured goods 
has risen from £282,000,000 in 1933 to 


£305,000,000 in 1934—an increase of 
£23,000,000.’’ 
Mr. Runciman went on:—‘‘ This im- 


provement in our export position is en- 
couraging to us as a nation, and, coupled 
with our increased purchases from abroad, 
can be regarded from another, and perhaps 
equally important, angle—it ig this 
country’s contribution to the recovery of 
the world trade as a whole; and the Fair 
itself is an effort to set the wheels of world 
trade revolving less sluggishly.”’ 


OTTAWA AGREEMENTS 


Lord Derby said that in the struggle 
for the recovery of our export trade after 
the depression we had been aided by the 
Ottawa agreements of two years ago, 
which “‘ forged new economic links between 
the component parts of the Empire,” and 
the full benefits of which we could hardly 
expect to sce in the space of two years.

The perpetrators of the murder, he pro- 
ceeded, were never discovered, and to lay 
the responsibility for it at the door of any 
person was the most horrible charge that 
could be made. It was not only a charge of 
murder; it was a charge of seven murders, 
all done in cold blood.

that churches, schools and playgrounds would, 
have to be provided as, well as the houses,

The Most Rev. Dr. Kinane said that 
housing accommodation was of great im- 
portance, not merely from the temporal point 
of view, but also from the religious and 
moral standpoints. Extreme verty and 
temporal wretchedness were not incompatible 
with the highest sanctity, though properly 
accepted they could lead to the very greatest 
types of sanctity. For the vast majority of 
them, however, a moderate degree of temporal 
comfort was necessary, or at least helpful for 
the spiritual advancement. Hence it was 
that such schemes of house-building were 
great assets in the temporal and religious 
aspects. They were necessary also to the 
true Christian family life; for without these 
amenities, which were impossible in the hovel 
and crowded tenement room, it would be im- 
possible for the true family spirit to be 
maintained . or developed. hese. poor 
dwellers in over-crowded rooms were de- 
prived of one of the most potent influences 
for happiness in life. : 
The Bishop added that in certain towns in 
England this difficulty was met by a 
graduated system of rent in accordance with 
the capacity of the tenant to pay. He com- 
ménded this to the consideration of the 
Corporation.

THE FORTHCOMING 
INDUSIRIES FAIR 
———— 


HE extension of the Dublin Horse Show 
to Saturday for the first time in 1954, 
and the success of the venture is referred 
to in the annual report of the Council of the 
Royal Dublin Society for that year. 
he report says: “ The success which has 
followed the introdtiction of a Saturday to 
the Spring Show, thereby enabling countless 
numbers in other walks of life to visit this 
event on what is now generally recognised 
as the weekly half-holiday, has resulted in 
the Horse Show Committee drawing the 
Council’s attention to the great — 
to be expected if the Horse Show were 
brought into line in this direction. The 
Council unanimously approved of the recom- 
mendation, and for the first time the Show 
was extended over the Saturday, with popular 
charges for admission. 

“ Although in this first venture the Society 
had to face the unfortunate newspaper strike, 
which prevented full publicity being accorded, 
nearly 18,000 persons attended the Show on 
this day. Apart from the numbers recorded, 
the enthusiasm displayed by the thousands 
who had been previously unable to attend the 
Horse Show was ample justification for this 
innovation, which the Council feel assured 
will be even a greater success in future years. 

“The membership of the Society, the re- 
port states, ' has been well maintained, as 
although the difficult economic conditions 
caused some increase in the number of 
resignations early in the year, the vacancies 
thus created were readily filled by those who 
were glad to avail themselves of this oppor- 
tunity to join the Society. 


GIFTS TO THE SOCIETY 


Acknowledging presentations made during 
the year the report says: ‘‘ The Council 
wishes to express its sincere and grateful 
appreciation of the gift by the President of 
the Executive Council of Saorstat Eireann of 
a very handsome trophy for competition in an 
international jumping competition, open to 
military officers of all nations, and to members 
of recognised Hunts from all parts of the 
world, to be held on the Saturday of the 
Dublin Horse Show. The Council notes with 

leasure that this trophy was won for the 

rst time by an officer of the Free State Army 
riding an Irish horse. Another valuable 
acquisition was a handsome wall clock for the 
Council Chamber. This fine specimen of the 
highest class of Dublin workmanship of over 
one hundred years ago was presented to the 
Society by Dr. Bohane, to mark his gratifica- 
tion at the compliment paid him by the hang- 
ing of his portrait on the walls." 
eferring to the production of Handel's 
“ Messiah” on December 19th, 1934, before an 
audience of over 5,000, the report observes :— 
“The work was performed in its entirety in 
ccmmemoration of the 250th anniversary of 
Handel’s birth, and all who were present 
agreed that the occasion would form a land- 
mark in the musical history of Dublin, where 
the ‘ Messiah’ was first performed in 1741.'' 


THE INDUSTRIES FAIR 


On the proposal to hold an Industries Fair, 
the report says :—‘‘ Following a suggestion 
made by the Department of Industry and 
Commerce, the Council decided that the time 
had come to hold a Saorstat Industries Fair 
in conjunction with the Society’s Shows at 
Ballsbridge, and authorised the Society’s 
architects to prepare plans for the conversion 
of the South Hall so as to render it suitable 
for such a purpose, and for the extension 
of the East Hall to provide the necessary 
accommodation for horses :;nd cattle. The 
work was commenced immediately after the 
Horse Show, and everything will be in readi- 
ness for the holding of the first Saorstat 
Industries Fair in conjunction with the 
Spring Agricultural Show in 1955.”

REQUEST TO INSPECT 
WORKSHOPS REFUSED 

Stating that up to the present they have 
been unable to obtain the sanction of the 
Dublin United Tramways Company to investi- 
gate statements made at the mid-January 
meeting of the Council, alleging the in- 
adequate nature of the company's programme 
of "bus construction, the Dublin Trade Union 
Council has released for publication copies of 
a number of letters which have passed 
between the parties. 

At the meeting of the Council referred to 
representatives of the National Union of 
Vehicle Builders and other umons said that 
the company was not doing its utmost to. meet 
the present shortage of _ fools alleged that 
there was space at the workshops for the lay- 
ing down of many more vehicles, and asked 
that a deputation be appointed to inspect the 
premises for the purpose of “' seeing for them- 
selves. 

After telephone conversations the Secretary 
of the Council (Mr. P. 'T. Daly) wrote on the 
29th ult. asking for the company’s approval 
of the visit, aie on the same date a letter was 
received by the Council from the Department 
of Industry and Commerce, in which it was 
stated that the Minister had now been assured 
that the assembly of the chassis and the build- 
ing of bodies are being carried out entirely 
at the company’s works in Dublin. 

A number of letters passed between Mr. 
Daly and the Dublin United Trar- ways Com- 
pany, and a final communication was received 
from Mr. Maurice Lombard, Secretary to the 
company, which stated: ' While my directors 
are always glad to receive from any source 


' and consider suggestions for on or 


speeding up their tramway and omnibus 
building operations, they cannot admit the 
claim of the Trade Union Council to inspect 
the company’s works and criticise the system 
and methods employed therein.” 

’ The Secretary of the Council has replied on 
behalf of the Executive Committee, stating 
that they are amazed to find that the com- 
pany does not appear to be disposed .to give 
them an opportunity of making any sugges- 
tion on the point, and must take the refusal, 
which they again ask to be re-considered, as 
evidence in favour of the accuracy of the 
statements that the company are not doing 
everything which might be done to meet the 
transport requirements undertaken by them 
under the monopoly obtained in the city.
